This, too, seemo to 
be in accordance with the sayiug of Jesus, 
"Blessed are the merciful for they shall ob- 
tain mercy;" and also with the teachings of 
His disciple Paul, who declares that without 
the possession and habitual practice of this 
divine attribute as manifested in charity, all 
other Christian graces and sacrifices, even to,

body to bo burned", 


profitetb nothing to the soul. 


I may perhaps be permitted to speak with 


greater earnestness, on the subject of 
"cru- 


elty to dumb animals," fiom the fact that 
when in early manhood, being engaged in an 
arduous business, and possessed of a strong 
constitution as well as an ardent, energetic 
and hasty temperament myself, I was foo 
apt to disregard the physical weaknesses aud 
inability of others, whether men or brutes, 
to perform tasks allotted them in accordance 
with my own personal views and ability to 
execute iu like ratio, aud to exact their per- ' 
formance without baving sufficient regard 
to the hardship aud suffering caused thereby. 
I now look back upon tho acts of injustice I 
have been guilty of in this respect towards 
human beiugs.with comparative iudiffereuceV 
knowing that they, having the gift of , 
speech and tbe protection of the laws, could . ' 
assert, and iu n good measure maintain their 
rights and resist oppression if need were. I, ' 
however, confess to a feeling of appreheu-; . 
sion iu regard to the measure that will be . 
meted to me iu the future for the cruelty I 
have been guilty of through thoughtlessness 
or passion towards that portion of God's 
crcfllures who, not being gifted with speech, 
were obliged to bear the wrongs and hard-. 
ships inflicted on them iu uncomplaining 
silence. This apprehension is quickened by ; 


tbo reflection that I now know beyond per- : 
adventure 'liat in common with each and all 
of my responsible fellow mou, there will be 
awarded to me by irreversible divine lav,' an 
exact and just compensation, either in this 
or the ueit state of existence,for every deed- 
done in the body, whether good, bad, or 
(apparently) indifferent, and that among tho 
sius of commission and omission, but few if 
any meet with a severer condemnation than 
that of "cruelty to dumb animals." Said.au 
advaucc-d spiritual intelligence to me in a 
late commuuicatiou :
